Good  morning,  neighbor — good  earn- 
est, 

I  hope  I  see  you  more  cheerful  than 
'^vhen  I  saw  you  last. 

Good  earnest — But  littl-e  change  m 
my  prospects,  and  if  any  change,  it  is 
for  the  worst  as  I  fear.  My  feelings 
this  morning  are  much  taken  in  circura- 
!  stance  rela^ted  in  the  gospel  of  the  two 
I  Disciples  after  the  crucifixion  and  buri- 
I  al  of  their  Lord  and  JNIaster.  On  th© 
third  day,  two  of  them  were  going  from 
Jerusalem  to  a  little  viJlage  called  Em- 
maus,  and  as  they  journeyed  along  they 
communed  together  and  were  sad,  and 
stated,  "we  trusted  it  had  been  He 
which  should  have  redeemed  Israel.''' 
Please  bear  with  me  until  1  relate  to 
you  some  of  my  past  prospects,  and  the 
fallen  state  of  my  hope.  In  the  year 
1854,  the  Association  to  which  I  he- 
long,  through  her  union-meetings,  man- 
ifested a  restlessness  on  the  Subject  of 
practical  Godliness.  And  at  her  first 
union-meeting,  which  was  lieid  with  this 
church  at  Big  Spring,  Carroll  Co^ 
Tenn.,  passed  the  following  resolution, 
(viz. :)  "We  (the  union-meeting)  unani- 
mously agree,  and  do  believe  we  liave 
just  grounds  to  fear  there  is  a  great 
lack  of  practical  Godliness  amongst 
us." 
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The  same  was  referred  to  the  next 
union-meeting,  which  was  held  with  the 
church  at  Rock  Spring,  Madiion  Co., 
Tenn.  This  meeting  unanimously  a- 
dopted  the  same,  and  recommended  it 
to  the  next,  which  wa»  held  with  the 
church  at  Termon's  Creek,  Decatur 
Co.,  Tenn.,  at  which  place  and  time  it 
met  with  the  same  hearty  reception. 
This  union-meeting  appointed  and  ad- 
vised a  general  meeting  to  be  held  by 
all  the  churches — by  delegation — to 
meet  on  Wednesday  before  the  third 
Lord's  day  in  October,  1854,  with  the 
church  at  Macedonia.  I  will  now  give 
you  the  record  of  that  meeting,  held  On 
Wednesday  before  the  third  Lord's  day 
in  October,  18i4.  The  brethren  from 
the  different  churches  composing  the 
Predestinarian  Baptist  Association,  to- 
gether with  visiting  brethren,  assem- 
bled with  the  church  at  Macedonia, 
Henderson  Co.,  Tenn. 

1st,  Eld»r  James  R.  Read  called  to 
the  chair. 

2nd,  Brother  John  M.  Hart  appoint- 
ed Clerk. 

3rd,  The  resolutions  of  the  union- 
meetings  being  presented  and  read, 
were  approved  of  by  this  meeting. 

4th,  A  letter  was  received  from  Elder 
Samuel  11.  Meals,  which  was  read  and 
approved,  and  this  meeting  unanimous- 
ly tender  their  thanks  to  brother  Meals 
for  the  same. 

5th,  Appointed  a  committee  to  draft 
some  resolutions  for  the  approval  of 
this  meeting, — (viz.,) — Elders  James 
Hendrix,  James  Beaver  and  B.  Meals, 
together  with  the  Moderator  and  Clerk. 
Adjourned  till  9  o'clock  to-morrow. 

Thursday  morning,  met  pursuant  to 
adjournment. 

1st,  Called  on  the  committee  to  re- 
port, who  reported  as  follows,  in  writ- 
ing :  Your  committee  beg  leave  to  re- 
port^ 


2nd,  Th^it  the  icripttiroe  of  the  Old 
and  New  Testaments  are  the  reveuM 
word  of  God,  and  the  only  rule  for  fjyf^i 
and  practice,  and  that  the  church  haa 
no  right  to  institute  any  thing  that  i^ 
not  therein  contained,  eith«r  in  faith  or 
practice. 

3rd,  That  the  salvation  and  prosper- 
ity of  the  church,  t«mporally,  doea 
pend  on  her  keeping  the  laws  and  gov- 
ernment that  ifl  given  her  in  the  Berip- 
tures. 

4th,  As  the  cli^urch  is  the  highest  au- 
thority on  earth,  as  you  \vilt  see — IftI 
Cor.  6th  ch.  1st  to  Srd  vs., — and  as  she 
is  commanded  to  judge  righieo«g  judg- 
ments, we  do  deem  it  all  important  t\ia,% 
sh*e  should  be  well  acquainte4  viiih.  thd 
scriptures,  as  the  rule  for  the  game, 

5th,  Resolved,  for  the  further  accom- 
plishing ©f  the  design  of  this  meeting, 
that  two  of  the  ministers  of  our  Asaoci" 
ation  be  reque^^ted  to  visit  all  the  char* 
ches  of  this  Asso,,  and  impress  the  n«^" 
cessity  of  the  above  sentiments  by  some 
plan  that  will  be  ^ost  conveiiipent  ^ 
themselves. 

The  obove  report  was  rectived  and 
read,  and  the  committee  disdiarged* 
And  after  a  close  investigation  of  it, 
this  meeting  agreed  to  adopt  the  same 
as  their  sentiments.  Resolved,  Thai 
brother  Hendrix  and  brother  Boo^v-er  be 
requested  to  visit  all  the  churches,  with 
the  privilege  of  inviting  any  of  the  min- 
istei^ing  brethren  to  assist  them  in  car- 
rying this  resolution  into-  effect.

The  brethren  thus  requester!,  aO'» 
eepted  and  endeavored  t-^o  discharge 
their  duties  according  to  their  abilities, 
but  without  any  material  change  in  the 
prospects  of  affairs  up  to  the  daie  of 
'55,  in  which  date,  the  following  nam- 
ed brethren  assembled  at  the  house  qf 
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brother  James  Thomas,  on  Friday  be- 
fore the  5th  Lord's  day  in  July,  1855, 
(to-\vit,)  Elders  James  Hendrix,  James 
BeMver,  D.  G.  Webe,  Gardner  Webe, 
and  brethren  James  Clifford,  James 
Thomas,  Garroll  Beaver,  and  S.  R. 
i'^arver,  to  consult  relative  to  onr  situa- 
tion 83  a  denomination  of  people. 

1st,  Brother  James  Beaver  was  re- 
qnePted  to  act  as  Moderator. 

2nd,  Joined  in  prayer  to  God,  the 
Giver  of  all  good  gifts. 

3rd,  On  consulting,  this  meeting 
unanimously  agree  that  there  is  a  lack 
of  practical  godliness  amongst  us,  as  a 
denomination  of  professed  christians. 

4th,  The  above  names  agre(>  to  con- 
tinue their  meeting,  and  to  hold  their 
next  meeting  at  the  house  of  brother 
C.. Beavers,  oti  Friday  before  the  2nd 
JiOrd's  day  in  August,  1855,  at  one 
'o'cloclv,  p.  m. 

5th,  We  unanimously  agree,  by  the 
iielp  of  God,  to  try  and  search  the 
•scriptures  and  to  understand  in  what  we 
4ire  lacking. 

6th,  We  further  ?igree,  that  either 
of  us  finding  an  omition  or  addition,  is 
to  present  it  in  writing  with  the  scrip- 
tural authority,  and  also  the  scriptural 
])lan  by  which  the  same  is  to  be  reme- 
died. Adjourned  to  the  place  and  time 
appointed. 

Our  next  meeting  was  held  at  the 
lionse  of  brother  C.  Beaver,  on  Friday 
"before  the  2nd  X.ord's  day  in  August, 
At  which  time,  many  things  came  up — 
such  as  these—  We  are  remiss  in  visiting 
«)f  each  other,  and  of  speaking  ofttiraes 
to  each  other  on  the  subject  of  our  pro- 
fession ;  and  praying  with  and  for  one 
flnothei.  We  are  remiss  in  that  of  ex- 
horting  one  another,  in  provoking  one 
another  fe  love  and  good  works. — And 
'whert'we  meet  at  the  house  of  the  Lord 
we  are  too  much  engaged  in  worldly 
conversation,  and   we  do   neglect  to 


study  to  edify  eaeh  other  by  singing  of 
psalms  and  hymns,  and  spiritual  songs, 
;  and  our  conversation  has  not  been 
such  as  becomes  the  gospel  of  Christ, 
and  that  we  have  nt)t  been  cauti©us 
enough  in  putting  off  the  old  man  with 
his  deeds, — with  many  other  things  of 
like  nature.  And  for  the  purpose  of 
stirring  up  the  minds  of  the  brethren  to 
these  things,  the  following  plan  was  re- 
commended and  adopted,  (viz.,)  A  meet- 
ing by  delegation  from  ail  the  church-' 
es  be  called  together  in  councd  to  con- 
sult about  this  matter,  and  that  there  be 
two  of  our  brethren  appointed  over  this 
matter  to  go  around  amongst  all  of  our 
churches  and  brethien,  and  exhort,  ad- 
monish, and  explain  the  desired  object 
and  purpose  in  view,  &c.,  all  of  which 
was  unanimously  adopted.  The  meet- 
ing further  agreed — to  lay  their  pro- 
ceedings before  Middle  Fork  church  for 
her  counsel  on  this  subject,  and  ap- 
pointed brother  James  Thomas  and 
brother  S.  R.  Carver,  which  they  did 
on  the  next  day,  being  their  regular 
meeting  da.y,  and,  much  to  our  gratifi- 
cation, it  receivea  the  hearty  sanc- 
tion of  the  w  hole  church ;  and  after 
endorsing  it  herself,  recommended  it  to 
her  sister  church,  Clark's  Creek,  by 
appointing  her  delegates  to  bear  the 
same,  (viz.,)  James  Thomas  and  James 
Clifford— both  deacons  of  Middle  Fork 
Church.

That  seemed  to  bear  on  my  mind 
until  I  felt  rasigned  to  give  her  u]),  hav- 
ing a  hope  she  was  better  off  than  to  I 
be  here,  and  try  to  do  better ;  but  I 
could  do  nothing  good,  for  I  found 
when  I  would  do  good  evil  was  present 
with  me.  In  my  distress  many  pass- 
ages of  scripture  would  occur  to  my 
mind—some  I  did  not  know  whether 
was  scripture  or  not.  So  in  this  condi- 
tion I  beoran  to  read  the  Bible  more 
than  I  had  done,  and  found  many  con- 
soling verses.  These  words  would  oc- 
cur to  my  mind  while  at  my  work,  0, 
thou  a ffiicted, tossed  with  tempest,and  not 
yet  comforted.  I  would  ask  the  Lord 
to  have  mercy  upon  me,  which  at  times 
would  relieve  me  and  again  would  not. 
In  the  summer  of  1858,  I  was  much 
distressed  about  my  companion,  on  the 
account  of  his  health,  and  my  little 
daughter  was  sick,  and  also  my  health 
wa«  not  very  good.  My  companion 
canx)  from  his  work  and  seemed  to  be 
in  great  distress  about  his  crop;  (for  it 
was  in  the  time  of  the  drought,)  and 
said  he  would  not  make  bread.  I  told 
hnn  not  to  be  discouraged  so,  and  he 
went  out  in  the  lield  again,  and  I  seat- 
ed myself  to  my  work,  whvn  something 
seemed  to  say,  "Fear  not,  b(^  ot  good 
clioer,  for  it  is  your  father's  good  pleas- 
ure to  give  you  the  kiaigdom."  My 
eyes  wei'C  filled  witth  a  Hood  of  tears. 
I  never  had  such  feelings  before.  This 
vScripture  W(;uld  occur  to  my  mind, 
''Let  not  your  heai't  be  troubled:  ye 
bclievu  iii  God,  believe  also  iu  mo. 


I  my  fMlher's  home  are  many  mansiv^nji: 
if  it  were  not  so,  I  would  luivo  ioh]  you. 
I  go  to  prepare  a  place  for  yon.' --  Jo) in 
xiv.  1,  2.  I  would  read  the  Bible  eve- 
ry opportunity.  I  did  not  want  no  one 
to  know  any  thing  troubled  me,  so  I 
told  no  one  my  feelings,  but  pondered 
them  in  my  heart.  I  did  not  know  my 
husband's  feelings  at  that  time.  It  was 
not  long  before  he  told  mo  ho  thought 
of  j'oining  the  church  ;  so  on  Saturday 
I  before  the  fourth  Sunday  in  October, 
lie  related  his  experience  and  was  bap- 
tized by  Elder  Josiah  Smith  the  next 
day,  in  White  Oak  river,  and  when  ho 
arose  from  his  scat  and  went  to  the 
church,  while  relating  his  experience, 
these  words  came  in  my  mind.  Why 
will  you  longer  lingering  stay  ?  why 
will  you  fear  or  doubt?  My  eyes 
were  filled  with  tears.  I  had  nottl  iought 
much  about  joining  the  church,-  for  I 
thought  I  was  not  fit,  but  J  loved  to  go 
to  meeting  to  hear  preaching.  FroJii 
that  time  I  began  to  think  I  liad  nilln^r 
be  in  the  church  if  I  was  lit.  One 
night  I  dreamed  I  had  to  be  ba])tized, 
and  thought  I  was.  I  went  to  the  March 
meetimg  in  1854,  and  the  door  for  the 
reception  of  members  was  opened  and 
there  was  no  other  woman  except  two 
of  the  members  ;  and  then  it  aj^peared 
I  had  neglected  my  duty;  it  never  had 
appeared  like  it  was  ray  duty  so  much 
not  till  then.  Dear  brethren,  my  tongue 
would  fail  to  t<.>ll  my  feelings,  and  it 
appeared  if  1  put  olTthe  time  aiiv  long*- 
er  I  would  not  live  to  see  another  meet- 
ing. The  next  was  quarterly  meeting  (in 
April,)  and  I  told  my  husband  I  had 
it  on  my  inind  to  join  tlie  church,  and 
that  I  felt  like  I  watit(>d  to  b-.^  bnplizA^fl, 
and  I  then  believed  that  it  was  mv  du- 
ty; wh(>ther  I  was  saved  oi'  n(_)t,  I  be- 
lieved God  would  be  just  in  sending 
my  soul  to  ruin.

The  dragon,  that  old  serpent 
the  devil,  a  great  kmg,  ihe  king  of  the 
b(jttondess  pit,  and  beseiged  it  whiie^in 
Adam,  and  builtgreat  tndwarks  against 
it^such  as  these— adultery,  fornication, 
uncleanness,  lasciviousness,  idolatry, 
witchcraft,  hatred,  variance,  emulation, 
wrath,  sti-ife,  seditions,  heresies,  envy- 
ings,  murders,  drunkeness,  revelings 
and  such  like.  These  are  great  bul- 
warks budt  ar(amd  the  little  city  so 
feeble  wiihili  itseli;    But  glory  to  Uo^l, 


tht^re  was  found  in  this  little  city  a  poor 
wise  man,  and  he,  by  his  wisdom,,  de- 
livered the  city.  This  poor  wise  man, 
we  understand  to  point  to  Jc-sus  Christ 
— laid  in  Zion  for  a  foundation  as  a 
chief  corner  stone  upon  which  the  city 
of  God  rest  Now,  brother  Ballinger, 
you  know  that  cities  have  their  bounds^ 
and  all  outside  this  does  not  compose  a 
part  of  the  city,  nor  neither  are  they 
under  the  city  ordinances.  And  as 
this  city  (and  no  more)  was  besieged, 
the  deliverance  could  only  extend  to 
that  wliich  was  beieged  iuid  the  deliver- 
er of  the  city,  this  poor  wise  man.  In  the 
fullness  of  the  time,  the  father  of  this 
poor  wise  man  sent  forth  his  son  made 
of  a  woman,  made  under  the  law  to 
obey  it,  honor  it  with  perfect  obedience, 
and  to  offer  up  himself  a  sacrifice  ac- 
ceptable to  his  father  in  behalf  of  this 
little  city,  which,  according  to  previoas 
counsel  was  right,  and  all  the  advant- 
ages procured  thereby  was  to  be  imput- 
ed to  the  few  inhabitants  of  the  little 
city  as  their  deliverance  from  the  do- 
minion of  this  great  king  that  besieged 
it,  and  the  prison  doors  opened  and  the 
captives  set  free, — For  if  the  son  shall 
make  you  free,  ye  shall  be  free  in  deed » 
Then  this  poor  wise  man  has  ransomed 
the  city  from  the  power  of  the  besieg- 
ing king  by  his  righteousness  devised 
by  wisdom  before  time  in  making  Je- 
sus to  the  city  wisdom,  and  righteous- 
ness, and  sanctification,  and  redemp- 
tion. This  poor  wise  man  did  not  de- 
liver one  of  the  besiegers  troops ;  and 
consequently  they  will  never  be  citizens 
of  this  little  city,  but  is  reserved  in  ev- 
erlasting chains  of  darkness  unto  the 
judgment  of  the  great  day.  But  not  so 
with  this  little  city,  the  church  of  the 
Living  God,  for "  Jesus  said,  "I  lay 
down  my  life  for  the  sheep,''  but  never 
said,  I  lay  down  my  life  for  tlie  goats. 
The  sheep  were  the  all  alluded  to  in 
the  text  who   were  delivered,   as  the 
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greal  kiiig^s  besieging  army  were  not  • 
besieged,  and  thereibre  was  not  in  the 
deliverance — liad  no  part  nor  lot  in  tlie 
matter,  but  was  east  out^  and  will  ever 
remain  so. 

From  these  broken  sentences  we  hope, 
brother  Ballinger,  you  will  understand 
that  we  believe  that  judgment  came  up- 
on all  men,  "  even  so  hy  the  righteous- 
ness ot  one,  the  free  gift  came  upon 
all  men  unto  justification  of  life,"  mean- 
ing the  same  all  both  times.  "  Th« 
wicked  shall  do  wickedly,  and  none  of 
them  shall  understand/'  But  the  re- 
deemed  of  the  Lord  shall  heai'  the  voice 
of  the  soil  of  God,  and  so  hear  thiit 
they  shall  live.
